oned IOO men. 
The dead are: Olaf Erickson, Will- 
yini Coslow and two unidentified la­ 
borers. 
Among those who were fatally in­ 
jured are Charles O’Brien, foreman of 
the moldine room, and Patrick Collins, 
a Democratic politician well known in 
W ill county. 
The accident occurred when a sever­ 
al ton ladle of molten metal upset on 
a wet floor. 
In an instant there was a 
terrific explosion which blew out the 
walls of the building. 
The roo!' of the wrecked building 
fell, imprisoning the loo men working 
in the molding room. 
Scalding steam 
swept everywhere, burning the fa c e s 
and arms of nearly every man in the 
structure. 
For more than fifteen min­ 
utes squads of rescuers fought in vain 
to reach the dead and injured. Those 
in the building who were not helph ss- 
ly crippled burrowed through piles of 
tile and twisted Ironwork before they 
could get out. 
The accident is the most serious 
th•:t has occurred at the Illinois Steel 
company’s Joliet plant. 
The men who 
were killed and injured a r e the high­ 
est paid employes at the mills. 
Of the men who were killed one was 
buried beneath the moit**n metal, ore 
was scalded to death and two were 
caught beneath debris when the tile 
roof fell. 
Of the injured taken to Silver Cross 
hospital surgeons say that four will 
die.

The explosion was heard for miles 
and within a few minutes a crowd of
